FACTS RELATINH TO IMMKHtA- 
TION. 

Whiuit we and others have been pleading 
the cMta of Htv Somh Watet, ar the 
Ihealre of i m in ig ration, by argument! 
drawn from her public ■tatixtici, another 
advocate on the earne aide ha ( been dth- 
grnlly colltxting augumtnta from a Ira. 
im pining, but aaiuirdly nut lea* truat- 
nonliy and instructive toutce— the per- 
sonal e.petienee of immigrant] them- 
atlvei. The lealitnuny of individualj of 
this claat haa hitherto come before the 
public in isolated and contradictory formi. 
Letlen addte.jed to fnendi and telativei 
in the mother country, written for the 
moil part under the iinpulte of the mo- 
ment, without reflection, and with a total 
diiregard to coniequeneea, have from time 
to time found their way into the Rnglieh 
newipapen, and communicated their im- 
preaiionf, whether true or falat, to trti. of 
Ihouundi of ereduloua readera. Accord- 
ing ai the fortune* of the writer had been 
| proaperoue ur olhrrwtae, or according ai 
I Ihe tempetavmeniof bit mind wutangitine 
or frigid, hit epiille described the colony 
in favourable or unfavourable trrmi. 
Thua we have Been in aume of theie es- 
temporaneoui effueioni a picture all light 
and beauty, and in othen, profeaaing to de- 
lineate the aamr olijeett, a ptclure all 
glixim and deformity. 

It murt be evident, however, to those 
who reflect upon the luhject, that the 
teitimony of individual immigra.nl*, 
fimnded upon their own actual experience, 
and given deliberately, under * due ae rue 
of reiponiibility for tie truth, would con- 
stitute, if collected on a Urge scale, from 
different claatet and from various part* of 
the country, tbe inoit faithful, intelligible, 
and intereiting picture of the colony, that 
could be presented to tbe Briliih public. 
The Luk of amassing inch materials 
might wilb propriety be undertaken by 
the local Uovernnient, or by » Committee 
of the Legislature. Rut whether it haa 
freen deemed too onerous or too ezpemive 
to be ventured upon by either of these 
kuthorillei, or whether iu import- 
ance hsa been overlooked by Ihein, 
certain it ia, that nothing of the kind has 
been attempted. We are aware that cir- 
cular! have liecti addressed to. the benches 
of MagiitrBici, and wKneites namined 
before Select Committee., with the view 
of eliciting information a. ui the existing 
demands for labour, and as tu the rates of 
its remuneration. But theae eat] u tries 
fall far ahort of that extensive yet minute 
invest •galioti to which we refer. 

What neither Govern roent not Cuuncil 
have had the courage to grapple with, haa, 
however, been boldly aeaayed by a private 
individual— and that Individual a lady. 
Our readera will at once anticipate who 
the lady ii, Her xcaloua drvotednesa for 
xix yean past both to the cause of immi- 
gration, at a system of high national and 
colonial importance, and i Q the cause of 
l immigrants, as tclaas of her fellow-aub- 
yects Handing in peculiar need of counsel 
| and cotujouuton, has acquired for Mra, 
I CiiisHO!,. a diatiaguitbed name amongst 
the phtluthrupiiis of Australia. Amid 
ducoufagemenui which leas ardent spirits 
could nut hate brooked, she has prrse- 
| vered in her labours of love" wnti utt- 
abated earnest near and untiring assiduity.

; in adverse tunes, .he lias followed oul her 
I uaefol end daUDleieaieti plain, sci-king to 
| alleviate distress, to surlhe the sorrows of 
lb* etxanger- in a arrange land, to 
rage the deepoudem, iu ad use ihe

procuring comfortable and permanent Kl- 
tlements. She haa done good to her 
adopted country — she bai been a bene- 
factress to bet kind. 

The task in which ibis excellent lady 
it now engaged ii well worthy of her 
character ar the Immigrant a friend , and 
one which she ia singula* I y qualified to 
execute in a manner at once creditable to 
herself and advantageous to the colony. 
It is ihe cornpilaiiou of a work entitled 
' The To/ajifury h/urmalion of tie 
Profile,' intended for publication in Eng- 
land. Its objects are staled in tbe intro- 
duction to lie—" to make known to a 
British public the reaourcea of Ihe Aus- 
tralian colonies ; to furnish the labourer, 
the mechanic, and the capitalist, ayRb jrj- 
fotmalinn that ran be depended upon , to 
point out obst ructions to im migration 
which should be removed . and to expose 
evils which ought to be eradicated." 
" Immigration," she truly observes, " iaa 
matter of aucb vital importance to the 
British poor, that it cannot be brought 
too prominently or loo frequently before 
the tribunal of the public, The day it 
not distant when the overwhelming and 
redundant population of Great Britain, 
the happinei* and advancement of her 
people, and ihe .lability and security of 
her colonies, nil) force upon the British 
Legialaiore the economy and prudence of 
establishing a system of national coloni- 
xation, which will have for it* object the 
gwod of the whole, initend of the interest 
of the few." 

Iu connexion with the general object 
of rncouraging immigration, Mn, Cttis- 
holm addresses herself with special earnest- 
ness tu the cuirection of what she 
propetly calls 1 the munriious disparity 
of the sexes in this colony.' Her 
wal on thii subject haa carried her into 
a vehemence of declamation which eonae 
of our settler* Hill not quite ap- 
prove. " To supply Ihe fjockmasteri 
with shepherds," .he says, " is a 
good work . to supply those thepherds 
with wiles tin better. To find employ- 
ment for faniilie. that will enable them 
to rear a well-fed peasantry, is a god-like 
undertaking. Au.tralia can boast of her 
high spirited „,,,, — her virtuoua daugh- 
ters— her tunny iky— her rich pan u tet- 
her ship* laden with lire wool — her cattle 
wild and countless on her mountains, 
Her sheep crowd her hills and seek the 
shelter of her valley.. She can grow her 
own nigir— make her own wine— press 
ber own oil— ipin her own cotton— weave 
her own wool—grow het own corn ; but, 
until Australia can prove that she can rear 
her own children— that fjon'a blessings 
are not contidered ' iNcinBatausaB*— she 
will never be able to maintain her proud 
position, or be competent to defend the 
noble harbour which Providence has given 
her — a harbour to be defended by her 
children, who, al the call of Old England, 
will issue forth, and by their gallant and 
meritorious deeds do honour to tbe race 
from whence they sprung/' No much in 
earnest is she in wiihing tu remove the 
anomaly which characterir.es onr popula- 
tion, that she declares her readiness, on 
certain reasonable cortditiom for tbe pro- 
tection of the imntigrauta, io undertake to 
■' procure two thousand young women of 
good character, and at least one thousand 
of them experienced servants." 

Mn. Chisholm closes her introduction 
by disclaiming what, we are sure, none of 
her colonial readers will for a moment 
suspect, that she ia influenced by motives 
of self-interest, " Personal interest in the 
matter I have none , ' tbe good of tbe 
whole' is my object : all, therefore, which 
I claim, and whirh I hope I may be per- 
mitted to enjoy, it the proud satisfaction 
of doing justice to a mtsreprerenled people, 
by laying before the British public several 
thousand proofs of the good character and 
persevering energy of lien Modtvi sub- 
ject* in New South Wales. " 

The meant she has adopted fur the at- 
tainment of tbia laudable object, and the 
nature of the ' several thousand proofs' 
the proposes laying before the British 
public, we shall explain to our reader* in 
a future article.

■ilm.ll i(uanliiiea which wo have published tu 
the (ilk of December, lufljctenily accurate 
for all uaelul purpoaei : and at the public tales 
here hive just commenced, we do not feel 
diuroaed to withhold thi* review any lunger. 

i he hiitnry of lha wool trade of l>d4 well 
deserve* the cloieit attention, not only of the 
merchant and mtnnfactutcr, but alio of (he 
polilieisn. It pricticilly illustrates snd eon- 
flrmt many principle! Trupecting which there 
haa been considerable disputation, it brings 
another evidence to the aiiny already dialing, 
of tho extreme folly of relying upon reatric- 
liona for th* maintenance of price, and Of 
the tens which are entertained that an 
invreiaed imparl of foreign agricultural pro, 
due* will injure that of thia country i and, 
moreover, it laliafactorily ihowa that the 
injury lo much frired from foreign competition 
is always averted, and* on The contrary, con- 
verted into a benelit, by tliu i in rented demand 
for our home produc t* generally, lo pay lor our 
inereaacd import*,.

thnt must strike e^ery one on surveying this 
enormou* incnase, ia, that it ia beyond the

The only country from 
which the import* have increased only at the 
rale of • regular gradual increase of production, 
arc our own soloniea in Auitralia, India, and 
the Cape. In these inatance* it will be ob- 
served thai the inrrease ia comparatively trivial, 
and such at may f*lrly he accounted for by the 
gradual Increaie of prnduetiofl : and, knowing, 
sa we do, that all our colonial woi.lt hate 
regularly been shipped to thia market only, it 
tlrengtheni the opinion that must be formed 
on the face of this table, that the enormous 
increased importt from the continents of 
Europe tint Africa have arisen either from the 
secumiilsced stacks of the late cheap yean, 
or (mm an nnuiuil direction uf the ahipmenu 
to thll country.

of good! hail diminished it a very rapid fat* 
during the Utter month* ol the year i the late 
account* also represent the demand for goods 
Tor the ttouthern States aa having diminished 
very much, owing to tho low price v( cotton. 
And. moreover, then is no doubt s consider, 
sble increased power nfmanutarturing woollens 
now exist* in the Blnte*. which cannot but 
interfere with the consumption or our wool- 
lens ; there is, however, likely to continue I 
large trade in our mixed and wonted good*, 
though they have also of late been much 
depressed in the United Slatea. 

It is impossible, on the whole, to form any 
estimate of our expror trade for the future — 
that at the but year's haa been unusually 
Urge . but if even our trade lo the Stale* 
should diminish, we hare much confidence 
that it will expand in other place* m at leaat 
an equal proportion. And we would not 
estimate Ihe export trade of 1846 below that 
of 1841, unlet* aome check should be given 
by a rise of pcicea. But with regard to the 
homo trade, we think we may fairly expect a 
vet f coniidemble e itensron even on lha de man d 
of last year, and especially if the price* continue 
moderate. There can be no doubt i best the 
fncrelaed amnunl of employment, which the 
present contemplated railways, and public 
works ol various kinds, will furnish the whole 
population with full work, and probably at 
higher wages ; and the general activity of 
business consequent mi all this will not fail to 
create a large demand foi woollen* of all kinds 
suitable lot the labouring claase*. 

Il il by nn means an unimportant coniider- 
*lton, with respect to the future value nf wool, 
that cotton, in combination with which so much 
wool lb used, continue! at a very low price, 
with evcty probability of a very large supply , 
and ilao that indigo, drugs, and oil*, used in 
the nunuduture of woollen!, toniinua at 
comparative low pricea. 

On the whole, then, we never remember a 
period when all thing! tnnre perfectly combined 
to protniie ■ large and steady business in this 
important branch, of trade, rot while the supply 
of Wool i* quite ample at this lime for the 
demand* of lha trade ; and while, therefore, 
there would not appear any vevy imroediite 
cause for an advance ot price, yet, if nur view* 
of the prospect* of import* anil of th* state of 
ibe stoekt in farmers' hands ace correct, we 
must not be surprised to exponent* an advance 
of price. There is cerliinly no feature In 
induce to an opposite tendency.
